Draws Up Big Project 


for Dane County 


A three-year road building pro- 


gram, necessitating the expenditure 
of about $600,000 and concentrating 
its aim on the gravel surfacing of 
roads, was drawn up for Dane coun-. 
ty yesterday by State Highway En- 
gineer Hirst. Mr. Hirst suggested 
the expenditure of 
the 
sum for 


bridging, grading, draining and cul- 
verting tho state trunk highways, 
estimating that the total cost of the 
project, 
distributed over a three- 


year period, would approximate a 
one-mill tax per year on the taxable 
valuation of the county. 


Postponement 
of 
contemplated 


concrete work which was to have 
been ordered done by the county 
board at its fall meowing next week, 
is suggested by A. R. Hirst, state 
highway enginers, who declares that 
the funds available for road build- 
ing in Dane county, if expended on 
concrete highways, are not enough 
to construct the mileage needed to 
remedy the conditions in the county. 
He believes that the money should 
be used on gravel road construction 
and in grading, draining, cnlvertmg 
and bridging highways at needed 
points in the >county.. 


"Let us at least have gravel road, 


which, under the present economic 
conditions are the next best thing," 
said Mr. Hirst. "We roust at all 
events have passable roads. 


"I believe that Dane county should 


Have bonded at the time of the re- 
ferendum last year for the con- 
struction of a complete system of 
concrete and gravel roads. The vot- 
ers of the county decided otherwise 
and this decision having been reach- 
ed there is nothing further to be 
done by the public officials of the 
county and the state-but to abide by 
it and to etK.eavor to 
take such 


measures as will make the best of 
the si'nation as it exists. 


The November county board meet- 


ing of the Dane county supervisors 
is faced with the proposition: What 
is to be done? This problem also 
faces the state highway commission 
in its consideration, of the propel 
methods of expending $580,000, to 
be provided equally by the federal 
government, the state and the coun 
ty for road construction within the 
county. 


Traffic in Dane county is- increas 


ing at an alarming rate. The old 
stone macadam roads are proving 
inadequate to withstand tJiis traffic 
and the bill for maintaining these 
roads and resurfacing a few of the 
worst miles of them each year is 
mounting into very large figures.

N editorial in the Leader of October 16 reviewing the case 


k of George F. Comings, and the attempted disciplining of 


him for introducing, at a convention of the Equity Society, a 
resolution in favor of amnesty for political prisoners, has caused 
widespread comment throughout the state, and called out a let- 
ter from President Birge. It was received too late to be used 
in our last issue, which went to press earlier in the week than 
usual on account of the election. President Birge's letter fol- 
lows : 
To the Editor of the Wisconsin Leader: 


My attention has just been called to an editorial in the Oc- 


tober 16th issue of the Wisconsin Leader, "the official publica- 
tion of the National 'Nonpartisan League of Wisconsin," regard- 
ing the case of'Mr. George P. Comings in his relation to the uni- 
versity. The writer of this editorial, no doubt, is anxious to 
present fairly and fully both sides of this matter in order that 
tiis readers may be able to judge the merits of the case for them- 
selves. Therefore I feel free to as£ that publicity be given to 
the university's point of view in this matter in your next issue 
of October 30.

Mr. Comings, at the annual convention of the American 


Society of Equity, held on November 21, 1919, presented reso- 
lutions demanding that all political and conscientious prisoners 
of the United States be immediately pardoned and that the

A"Tiumber of'letters were received within the next week by 


the university, protesting the continuance of Mr. Comings on 
the Farmers' Institute pla,tform. :The matter was brought to 
my attention on-December 9, and in view of our desire not to 
have the work of the institute interferred with by subjects not 
connected with,agriculture, it was decided to have Mr: Comings' 
appointment postponed until the next meeting of the Board of 
Regents, which was to be held on January 20, 1920. 


I presented the matter to the board on that date, and stated 


tfiat I had talked with Dr. Bradley, of our faculty (Mr. Com- 
ings' nephew) as to whether Mr. Comings did or did .not mean 
to include violators of law and seditionists in his resolution ask- 
ing for the repeal of the Espionage Act, and that Dr. Bradley 
had told me that Mr. Comings would write me a letter disclaim- 
ing sympathy with revolutionists, j I told the Eegents that if 
Mr. Comings would inform me that his resolution was intended 
to cover only cases of conscientious objectors and similar per- 
sons and. that he did not wish to include any who by inciting to 
acts oif violence were in direct opposition of the government, I 
should recommend his appointment. 


I informed Dean Kuasell of my action and told him to keep 


places open for Mr. Comings, since I expected a letter at once. 
But Mr. Comings left the.state, and it was not until February 
10 I received a letter .from him which definitely stated his atti- 
tude that he had not meant to include any but cc:"ci2ntious ob- 
jectors.

I immediately instructed the Agricultural College authori- 


ties to arrange for Mr. Comings' services, and Superintendent 
Luther wrote him. under date of."February-12. Mr. Comings re-' 
plied that the Institute worlc was now so near done that h« did 
not think it worth while to accept; further, that he had been 
ur^ed to go into the work of the Nonpartisan League. He also 
asked Superintendent Luther if he would .recommend him for a 
position with the League.

It might perhaps have been easier for the university to 


ignore, this case, which was pressed upon us by letters from the 
state, than to find out.the facts; but.it has been our conscienti- 
ous endeavor to keep the.institution from engaging in matters 
other than those of an educational nature. It was therefore 
deemed- wise to postpone using Mr. Comings 'as a lecturer until 
we could know fully and definitely his intentions in the resolu- 
tion which his political associates had rejected.

people. The great masses' always 
nove,- think and act slowly. Thai 
s why it is a mislaid for the rad- 
cals to present to the public long 
platforms containing remedies for 
all the ill that beset mankind. 


"What the radicals should do is 


to unite on some proposed plank of 
any one of the radical platforms, 
upon which they can all agree, take 


before the public and hammer it 


until they can get it through. The 
public can't swallow a whole plat- 
'orm. It can only be reached by an 
appeal to the heart."

The work that was 
done for Thompson was accomplished on a "shoestring", Bnan- 
daBy. 


Aa against that, the Lenroot campaign sdmply reeked with 


money. It will doubtless be impossible to tell how many thou- 
sands were spent by the big interests in Milwaukee and how 
much of a slush fund was brought Into the state by the repub- 
lican national committee to effect the election of Lenroot. Every 
political hack in the state who could be reached by money was 
out working for Lenroot; the display of advertising and bill- 
board space indicated that unlimited funds were at hand^ and 
it is safe to say that over $100,000 was spent for Lenroot in this 
state. 


Senator Lenroot can thank a fortunate lot of circumstances 


that make it possible for him to go back to the U. S. senate. The 
candidacy of Mayor McHenry itf the primary; the landslide for 
Harding and the inability of Senator La Follette to get Into a 
speaking campaign earlier were fortunate conditions for the 
junior senator. 


It was a great fight. To get 225,000 voters to forget party
